ARTICLE  ONE:    To  vote  by  non-partisan  ballot  for  the  following  Town 
Officers: 

One  Selectmen  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Treasurer  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Town  Clerk  for  term  of  three  years 

Tax  Collector  for  term  of  one  year. 

Trustee  of  Silsby  Library  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Two  members  of  the  Budget  Committee  to  serve  for  terms  of  three  years. 

Two  members  of  the  Planning  Board  to  serve  for  terms  of  three  years. 

Two  members  of  the  Road  Committee  to  serve  for  terms  of  three  years. 

Auditor  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

ARTICLE  TWO:  To  vote  by  Non-Partisan  ballot  for  the  following  amendments 
to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board. 

AMENDMENT  1  makes  minor  changes  to  clarify  and  correct  wording, 
revises  several  sections  in  accord  with  changes  to  state  law,  and  up 
dates  references  to  state  law  and  state  agencies.  This  amendment  makes 
no  substantive  change  to  the  current  effect  of  the  Ordinance  or  the 
manner  in  which  the  Ordinance  is  implemented. 

AMENDMENT  2  clarifies  and  defines  how  the  Ordinance  is  to  be  ap- 
plied by  using  the  terms  "building"  and  "structure"  consistently  through 
out  the  Ordinance  and  providing  a  definition  for  each. 

AMENDMENT  3  revises  the  definitions  of  "frontage"  and  "right  of  way" 
in  Article  XIV  to  enable  subdivisions  which  involve  the  construction  of 
new  private  streets  to  serve  the  lots  created  and  thereby  reduce  the 
number  of  driveways  accessing  public  through-roads. 

AMENDMENT  4  clarifies  what  types  of  activities  are  unacceptable  in 
Acworth  by  replacing  Article  III.B.  regarding  "obnoxious  uses"  with  a 
detailed  list. 

AMENDMENT  5  replaces  and  expands  Article  VII  to  enable  some  lim- 
ited changes,  expansions,  and  additions  to  legally  existing  nonconform 
ing  uses  and  buildings;  clarifies  that  buildings  on  nonconforming  lots 
must  meet  setback  requirements;  provides  safeguards  for  expansions 
in  the  Conservation  Zone;  and  removes  conflicting  statements  regard 
ing  nonconforming  lots  from  Article  IV.B.l  and  Article  V.B.I. 


AMENDMENT  6  changes  several  sections  to  clarify  the  intent  of  the 
Ordinance  to  provide  both  a  minimum  lot  size  and  density  require 
ment  in  each  District;  and  allows  a  second  principal  use  or  building  on 
a  lot  if  the  area  and  frontage  of  the  lot  is  twice  the  minimum  required. 

AMENDMENT  7  strengthens  the  ability  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
enforce  the  requirement  for  an  approved  septic  system  by  adding  to 
Article  III.C.  a  requirement  that  the  septic  system  must  be  "completed 
and  operable"  before  a  building  can  be  occupied. 

AMENDMENT  8  recognizes  and  modifies  the  language  regarding  the 
Conservation  Zone  and  adds  several  uses  and  safeguards  that  must 
accompany  activities  in  the  Zone.  This  amendment  does  not  remove 
any  permitted  uses  or  change  the  extent  of  the  Zone. 

AMENDMENT  9  omits  the  restriction  on  the  ownership  status  of  mo- 
bile home  residents  in  the  Rural  District  in  compliance  with  RSA  674:32, 
which  provides  that  the  controls  for  manufactured  housing  placed  on 
individual  lots  be  the  same  as  those  for  conventional  single  family  homes; 
and  changes  the  permitting  authority  for  temporary  trailers  from  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

AMENDMENT  10  removes  the  restriction  that  products  sold  by  a  "cot- 
tage industry"  be  limited  to  those  prepared  by  that  cottage  industry. 

ARTICLE  THREE:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  minutes  of  the  Town 
Meeting  of  March  11,  1997. 

ARTICLE  FOUR:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  empower  the  Selectmen  to  serve  as 
pound  keepers,  measurers  of  wood  and  fence  viewers. 

ARTICLE  FIVE:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  SIX:  Ta  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Ac  worth  Silsby  Library  Trustees  from  three  to  five  members. 

ARTICLE  SEVEN:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same  as  recommended  in  the  budget  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee.

1997  REPORT 


1997  was  a  fast  paced  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Tom  Batch  elder  joined 
the  Board  and  Jack  Rieck  left  us  after  3  years  of  service,  he  wall  be  missed.  The 
Johnson  Lot  was  bid  out  and  sold  this  year.  The  transfer  station  saw  several 
improvements  as  well  as  a  hazardous  waste  pickup.  The  newly  developed  Town 
Forest  and  its  management  plan  are  well  under  way.  A  third  man  has  been 
added  to  the  highway  crew  for  more  efficient  maintenance  and  faster  service. 
Most  of  the  roads  in  town  have  been  named  for  911,  the  dump  is  again  open  on 
Sundays  and  an  emergency  backup  system  has  been  put  in  place  at  the  town 
garage.  An  audit  has  been  scheduled  for  the  first  time  ever  in  Acworth,  it  will 
be  done  by  Plodzik  &  Sanderson  a  municipal  audit  firm  from  Concord,  New 
Hampshire. 

John  Tuthill  deserves  a  great  many  thanks  for  donating  hundreds  of  hours 
of  work  defending  Acworth's  efforts  to  dissolve  itself  of  the  Solid  Waste  Con- 
tract. On  February  12th  Judge  Arnold  suggested  strongly  that  the  two  sides 
settle  their  dispute.  The  settlement  came  less  than  two  hours  later  as  five  town 
officials,  three  attorneys  and  three  plaintiffs  settled  on  the  figure  of  $60,000 
paid  by  Acworth  over  a  fifteen  years,  without  interest.

1997  REPORT 


The  Board  met  12  times  in  1997. 

No  subdivisions  were  granted  this  year.  One  annexation  was  accepted  by  the 
Board. 

In  April  the  Board  approved  to  ofificially  adopt  the  new  rewritten  updated 
town  "Master  Plan".  Maps  to  annex  are  being  completed  in  the  near  future. 

The  town  has  rejoined  the  "Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning 
Commission".  Their  able  staff  has  greatly  helped  write  the  Planning  Board's 
proposed  amendments  to  the  town  zoning  ordinance.  This  rewrite  of  the  town's 
25  year  old  document  is  easier  to  understand  and  makes  for  consistency  through- 
out the  ordinance  and  consistency  with  state  law.  These  proposed  amendments 
make  no  substantial  changes  to  the  current  effect  of  the  ordinance  or  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  is  implemented.  The  Planning  Board  recommends  its  passage 
by  written  ballot  this  March. 

Meetings  are  held  every  last  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  7:30  p.m.  and  are 
open  to  the  public.  You  attendance  is  always  welcome.

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ACWORTH  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1997  REPORT  TO  TOWN 

1997  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Acworth  Police 
Department.  There  has  been  a  total  of  581  reports  for  1997. 
This  is  an  increase  of  433  over  the  previous  year.  There  were 
a  total  of  39  dog  and  animal  complaints.  7  domestic  calls  which  is 
an  increase  over  the  previous  year.  There  were  15  motor  vehicle 
accidents,  to  include  one  death.  There  were  99  probation  sign  ins. 
The  number  of  speed  related  incidents  are  on  the  rise. 
There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  department  starting  with 
the  resignation  of  Chief  William  (Buzz)  Raymond.   Aaron  Putnam 
was  sworn  in  as  a  part  time  officer  to  take  my  place  as  a  part 
time  patrollman  and  backup  officer  for  the  town.   Aaron  has 
served  as  an  EMT  on  the  Charlestown  Ambulance,  and  was  a  prior 
dispatcher  for  Golden  Cross  Ambulance  in  Claremont.  I  took 
charge  of  the  Department  on  July  1,  1997,  and  have  been  very  busy 
bringing  the  department  up  to  standards.   The  Police  Standards 
and  Training  regulates  how  we  must  operate  the  Police  Department.

The  past  year,  1997  was  a  wonderful  year  for  the  Acworth  Silsby  Library!  I 

Our  two  Hbrarians,  Devik  Hemmings  and  Barbara  Clark,  have  become 
more  proficient  on  our  two  computers  and  therefore  able  to  help  others  more 
readily.  Several  computer-literate  Acworth  residents  have  been  generous 
with  their  time  and  knowledge  in  ably  assisting  in  the  solving  of  "glitch" 
problems.  Classes  and  workshops  have  been  held  to  educate  children  and 
adults  about  these  technical  mysteries.  Many  have  already  made  use  of  the 
Apple  for  school  work,  research  and  entertainment. 

A  major  event  occurred  during  summer!  Using  a  reputable  firm  in  Keene, 
we  had  all  the  hardwood  floors  in  the  library  sanded  and  refinished.  The 
result  is  greater  light  in  all  of  the  library  plus  it  looks  wonderful! 

Work  continues  in  the  Bird  Room.  To  facilitate  librarian  and  patron  use, 
we  have  replaced  the  old  upright,  metal  cabinets  with  lateral  oak  files.

ROAD  AGENT  1997  REPORT 


The  Highway  Department  had  a  very  busy  year.  The  new  Mack  truck  has 
worked  out  very  well  and  has  improved  our  ability  to  maintain  the  roads  in  all 
seasons.  It  should  last  us  a  long,  long  time.  The  department  put  a  new  clutch 
in  the  FWD  and  repaired  the  transmission  as  it  was  popping  out  of  third  gear. 
This  town  vehicle  also  runs  good  and  should  continue  to  give  us  useful  service 
for  a  few  more  years. 

Road  improvements  continue  to  be  made  on  a  regular  basis.  Culverts  were 
installed  on  Derry  Hill,  Henio  Road,  Ryan  Road,  Breier  Road,  and  Cold  Pond 
Road.  Ditches  were  cleaned  out  on  Derry  Hill,  Luther  Hill,  Cold  Pond,  Pfohis 
Road,  Black  North  Road  plus  banks  were  removed,  and  bank  run  was  put 
down  with  Surpac  on  top.  Utility  poles  will  have  to  be  moved  along  repair 
areas  so  that  we  may  complete  our  road  work  in  these  areas. 

This  year,  the  department  added  a  part  time  worker.  Matt  Balla,  to  assist 
with  the  plowing  using  the  one-ton  truck.  He  is  doing  a  good  job  and  our  roads 
are  getting  plowed  much  quicker  and  comers  are  being  pushed  off  as  well. 
Matt  has  also  been  helpful  with  repairs  on  the  equipment  and  would  make  a 
good  full  time  man. 

The  department  appreciates  the  cooperation  of  the  community  of  keeping 
the  roadways  clear  of  parked  cars  for  snow  removal  during  the  winter  months. 
We  will  continue  with  the  planned  roadway  improvements  during  the  coming 
year.

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Acwonh  Conservation  Commission  1997  Report 
The  creation  of  the  new  Town  Forest  at  Town  Meeting  last  year  was  an  exciting  e\ent  for  the 
Commission.  With  the  help  of  Peter  Rhoades,  Town  Forester,  and  our  better-late-than-ne\er 
creation  of  a  citizens'  Forest  Advisory  Board,  the  Commission  is  mo\  ing  toward  its  goal  to 
create  a  sustainable  management  plan  for  the  Forest,  also  called  the  Go\  e  Lot.  We  w  ish  to 
thank  Peter  Wotowiec,  Rob  DeValk,  Eric  Clark,  and  Terry  Callum  for  turning  out  to  find  out 
what  uas  needed.  A  good  management  plan  should  consider  many  things,  including:  wildlife 
corridors  and  habitat,  running  and  standing  water,  unique  plants,  trees,  scenic,  and 
cultural/historical  areas,  recreational  uses,  timber,  other  land  uses  in  the  neighborhood,  and 
educational  opportunities  for  people  to  learn  more  about  this  particular  forest  and  best 
management  practices  for  forests  in  general.  We  welcome  all  who  are  interested  in 
participating  in  any  capacity  this  year  to  give  us  a  call. 

The  Commission  continued  conservation  easement  monitoring  this  \  ear  on  the  Roy,  Moody, 
and  Pierce  Brook  properties.  As  we  were  not  able  to  fit  in  a  visit  to  the  Clark  property,  we 
plan  to  do  so  in  1998.  Last  summer,  the  Bascoms  upgraded  the  boundarv'  markings  on  the 
Moody  property  with  the  help  of  Peter  Rhoades.  This  improvement  is  partly  paid  for  by  the 
state  on  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program  (LCIP)  conservation  easement  properties. 
The  full  Commission  met  with  Peter  Helm,  the  NH  Office  of  State  Planning  Coordinator,  to 
increase  our  knowledge  of  effective  monitoring  and  documentation  of  protected  lands. 
.Anyone  who  would  like  to  learn  how  to  permanently  protect  their  land  through  a 
conser\ation  easement  should  contact  the  Commission  for  infomiation. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  express  its  condolences  to  the  family  of  Evelyn  Roy,  who 
passed  away  this  year.  Evelyn  and  Raymond  Roy  protected  their  land  from  development  by 
putting  a  conser\'ation  easement  on  the  farm,  thereby  preserving  fore\er  the  welcoming  sight 
of  the  Roy  farm  as  one  crosses  into  Acworth  along  the  Charlestown  Road  and  begins  the 
climb  toward  the  village  or  travels  out  toward  Five  Points  and  the  amazing  view  to  the  west. 
Laurie.  Sam,  and  Debby  met  w  ith  Evelyn's  daughter,  Verna,  and  her  husband  Paul  Thibault. 
to  discuss  the  easement  and  our  appreciation  of  the  family's  decision  to  protect  the  land. 

Another  ongoing  activity  was  the  water  quality  testing  of  Crescent  Lake  which  was  done 
several  times  during  the  year  in  conjunction  with  the  Unity  Conservation  Commission  and 
with  the  help  of  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  (DES).  Good  lake  water 
quality  depends  on  the  environmentally  healthy  use  of  the  lands  surrounding  it  as  well  as 
w  ithin  the  entire  watershed.  Recently  enacted  state  law  w ithin  the  Shoreland  Protection  Act 
was  discussed  by  Jody  Connors  of  the  DES.  at  a  meeting  of  the  commissions  and  selectmen 
from  Acwonh,  Unity,  and  Lempster.  Among  its  provisions,  the  Act  sets  standards  for 
preserving  or  replacing  disturbed  plants  and  trees  during  shoreline  property  dexelopment. 

The  Commission  sent  out  packets  of  state  supplied  Fact  Sheets  on  good  practices  along 
shorelines.  Betsy  and  Geraldine  worked  with  the  Crescent  Lake  Association  to  further  that 
organization's  role  in  lake  stewardship.  In  summary.  Crescent  Lake's  enxironmental  health 
continues  to  be  reasonably  good  but  might  well  impro\e  with  less  powerboat  acti\  it)-,  which 
erodes  the  banks  and  stirs  up  the  bottom  of  this  shallow  lake,  and  with  more  care  in 
maintaining  and  increasing  natural  buffers  grow  ing  near  the  lake.  Maintaining  and  iinprox  ing 
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such  buffers  along  the  Cold  River  and  its  tributaries  to  reduce  siltation  and  runoff  is  similarly 
important.  A  set  of  maps  of  the  Cold  River  corridor  and  watershed  has  been  made  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Cold  Ri\er  and  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning 
Commission.  The  maps  will  be  available  in  each  town  in  the  watershed  later  in  the  year. 

The  Recycling  Committee  held  a  successful  paint  and  dr\'  cell  batter\'  collection  at  the 
transfer  station  in  the  fall  and  expect  to  do  so  again  next  fall  on  three  or  four  regular  transfer 
station  days.  It  is  important  to  keep  these  hazardous  materials  out  of  the  main  waste  stream 
and  to  practice  caution  in  purchasing  only  what  one  needs,  thus  minimizing  disposal. 

The  Commission  and  other  volunteers  picked  up  roadside  trash  on  May  10,  concentrating  on 
Hill  Road  and  the  Charlestown  Road.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  many  others  around 
town  who  contributed  to  our  clean  roadsides  through  their  daily  and  weekly  efforts,  and  to 
those  who  participated  in  the  Clean  Up/Green  Up  day  on  their  own  stretch  of  road.  Watch  for 
the  announcement  of  this  year's  pick  up  before  the  advent  of  black  flies. 

Betsy  and  Debby  participated  in  the  minor  corrections  and  revisions  of  the  town  zoning 
ordinances  led  by  the  Planning  Board,  with  special  focus  on  the  Conservation  Zone.  The 
Board  has  spent  a  significant  amount  of  effort  to  get  the  zoning  regulations  in  a  more  useable 
format  by  correcting  all  tvpographical  errors  and  numbering,  putting  in  references  and 
language  now  required  by  the  state,  and  clarifying  the  intent  of  the  ordinances.  We  support 
their  efforts  and  encourage  all  who  are  interested  in  joining  in  their  planned  citizens  groups 
to  tackle  the  next  go-round  of  issues  throughout  the  year  to  do  so. 

Sam,  Devik  and  Debby  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  NH  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions  and  participated  in  a  variety  of  workshops.  These  included  sessions  on  the 
economic  benefits  of  maintaining  open  space  in  our  towns,  an  introduction  to  a 
comprehensive  handbook  on  sustainable  forestr\'  developed  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  NH  Forests,  a  discussion  of  rare  plants  and  animals  in  NH,  and  the  permitting  procedures 
for  wetland  and  shoreland  areas.  The  new  forest  management  book,  Good  Forestr>'  in  the 
Granite  State:  Recommended  Voluntary'  Forest  Management  Practices  forNH  is  available  at 
the  Commission  if  you  would  like  to  consult  it.  Call  us  about  it. 

The  Commission  is  participating  in  the  SERVE  program  which  matches  interested  high 
school  youth  with  projects  on  local  Conservation  Commissions.  We  are  pleased  that  Aaron 
Blake  of  Black  North  Road  has  added  one  more  thing  to  his  busy  schedule  and  is  now 
working  on  a  map  of  recreational  trails  in  town.  He  will  do  a  presentation  of  his  project  in 
the  spring,  so  watch  the  new  sletter  for  that  date. 

The  Commission  continued  to  see  a  high  number  of  intents-to-cut  come  over  its  desk.  The 

Town  Forester  also  reviews  these. 

We  were  pleased  to  complete  our  Commission  membership  with  the  appointment  of  Devik 

Hemmings  who  replaced  Brian  Miller  this  year.  We  meet  the  second  Wednesday  of  every 

month  at  7:30  PM  and  welcome  all  to  our  meetings.  Respectfully,  Sam  Stephens,  Chair,

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ACWORTH  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 
1997  REPORT 


The  Recycling  Committee  worked  on  the  layout  of  collection  bins  at  the  trans- 
fer station  to  simplify  operations  and  improve  visibility  over  the  area. 

Magazines  and  cardboard  are  now  stockpiled  in  gaylords  for  periodic  pick- 
up by  the  Putney  Paper  Comoany.  To  date  this  arrangement  has  not  involved 
cost  to  the  town. 

Glass  is  no  longer  shipped  off  site.  Anew  concrete  bin  was  built  for  collecting 
mixed  glass.  Crushed  glass  aggregate  will  be  used  for  grading  and  fill  at  the 
transfer  station.  The  committee  believes  that  by  making  glass  collection  more 
convenient  Acworth  can  reduce  trucking  and  disposal  costs.  Bottles  and  glass 
containers  should  be  empty  and  without  caps  and  lids. 

A  recycling  coordinator  at  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
met  with  committee  members  twice  during  the  year  to  discuss  Acworth's  recy- 
cling program. 

Acworth  obtained  a  grant  through  the  Oil  Collection  Program  at  the  NH 
DES  and  installed  collection  pads  underneath  the  barrels  for  used  motor  oil. 
This  has  reduced  the  risk  of  soil  contamination.  The  oil  collection  program  is 
for  used  motor  oil  only.  Other  automotive  fluids  and  liquid  wastes  cannot  be 
accepted  and  must  not  be  mixed  with  oil  for  disposal.  Contact  XH  DES  for 
information  on  collection  sites  for  wastes  not  accepted  at  the  transfer  station. 
The  lack  of  hazardous  waste  collection  in  the  area  remains  a  concern. 

The  second  annual  paint  and  battery  collection  was  held  in  the  late  fall. 
Committee  members  screened,  packed  and  shipped  waste  paints  and  one  drum 
of  used  household  batteries  in  1997. 

Thanks  to  Al  Blais  for  organizing  the  construction  of  the  new  glass  bin,  Leon 
Xev^ton  for  his  help  getting  rec>clables  shipped  to  market,  John  Tuthill  for  his 
dedicated  work  on  the  committee,  Hank  Carr  who  keeps  things  running 
smoothly  at  the  dump  and  everjone  else  who  has  helped  increase  recycling  in 
Acworth. 

The  Committee  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  ever\-  month  or  as  needed. 
Your  suggestions  and  participation  are  appreciated.  Volunteers  are  welcome.

Acworth  fire  and  rescue  volunteers  responded  to  37  calls  this  year.  These 
included  seven  fires,  31  rescue  and  seven  mutual  aid  calls,  1  false  alarm,  and 
one  horse  stuck  in  the  mud. 

After  much  research  and  many  meetings,  a  four-wheel  drive  truck  was  pur- 
chased and  Dingee  Machine  in  Cornish,  New  Hampshire  selected  to  customize 
it  to  our  specific  needs.  It's  expected  to  be  completed  by  spring.  This  will  re- 
place the  small  truck  to  carry  basic  fire-fighting  and  rescue  equipment.  The 
tanker  truck  is  now  unfit  for  use.  Needed  repairs  add  up  to  several  thousand 
dollars,  but  a  new  tanker  is  far  more  expensive,  so  we're  hoping  we  can  patch 
this  one  up  for  a  while  longer. 

The  new  equipment  list  is  being  drawn  up  as  funds  come  in.  Special  thanks 
go  to  the  Herman  Barth  Family  and  all  who  have  contributed  in  his  memory. 
We  also  thank  the  Acworth  Players,  the  Acworth  Recreation  Committee,  and 
the  Old  Home  Day  Committee  for  their  efforts  on  our  behalf,  as  well  as  the 
many  individuals  who  have  contributed  directly  or  through  the  collection  at 
the  South  Acworth  Store.  The  Acworth  Community  Aid's  donation  of  their  Jef- 
frey Memorial  money  provided  a  big  boost  to  our  fund.
